Meyer's Interesting Statement. 

Walter Moyer, ‘Thirty-third and Burt 
streein, who is @ salesman for Armour & 
Co., spent five years following the mining 
Pbuntness in Mexico and returned from 
Canapea only two month» ago. Mr, Meyer 
le greatly surprised by reporte of the 
race war and in st a Lore to account for 
W He was a foreman in the Oversight 
mine, one of the Greene properties, and 
before that served as timekeepr. During 
five yeurn in Mexico he made his hem 
Quarters at Cananea and was there mowt 
of the time. He mys: 

“It tx almost impomsible for me to be- 
Weve that the Mexicans have caused the 
trouble and bloodabed reported, and I 
think reports are exaggerated. The work- 
men in the eight or nine Greene mines, 
which constitute probably the largest oop- 
per producing property in the world, are 
Americans in the ratio of about one to 
two Mexicúns. Altogether, there are about 
16,000 employes. The number of Americans 
given, 60M, Is approximately correct. With 
this proportion of the racen I cannot see 
Dow the natives got the upper hand. 

No Trouble at Sonora. 

“The Mexicana of Sonora are easy for 
Americans to get along with, The two 
Paces mingled freely and without friction 
excopt for occasional quarrels and Killings 
such as are common to any mining camp. 
‘The Mexicana showed a great dispomition 
to Organite and join fraternal societies,
